Snow Parking Ban - Parking is pro-
hibited in Village Business District
when snow has accumulated to a depth
of two (2) inches. Signs are posted in
these designated areas.

Property owners are responsible for
snow and ice removal from sidewalks
in front of their property. Depositing of
snow or ice onto any public street or
sidewalk is prohibited. Snow must be
kept on the property it falls. Snow from
your driveway may not be taken across
the street. Also, please keep fire hy-
drants and storm sewer drains clear.
